One can pretty well rely upon the 
Wall Street Journal to take to task any 
government program involving spending. 
Much of the time the Journal seems to 
be living in the past in economic matters 
but as the rest of us, the Journal is right 
now and then, too. Such is the case in 
the newspaper’s discussion of the 20-y ear 
loan 
program 
for 
home 
improvements 
aimed at hacking away at the nation's 
slums. This is the program visionaries 
have in mind for Lincoln in the wake of 
urban renewal’s defeat not so long ago. 
The Journal noted that in the first six 
months of this y ear there were fewer than 
8 00 applications from 
all areas for the Fed­ 
eral Housing Admin­ 
istration 
guaranteed 
loans. 
The Washing­ 
ton planners were discouraged and so have 
now made the loans more attractive to 
lender agencies by making the intere.st 
rate 
competitive 
with 
other 
l>orrowing 
plans. The idea has some merit but it 
simply is never going to solve the na­ 
tion’s slum problem. It is fine to have a 
loan program available to people to fix 
up their homes and there is undoubtedly 
a special need in some low-income situa­ 
tions. 
But as an overall cure, the idea is 
an impractical one. The basic problem in 
slum areas is composed of two parts— 
low income for the residents and high 
profits for the owners. There isn’t a loan 
program that could be devised that could 
take care of that kind of situation. 
\ loan 
is not much help to somebody with insuf­ 
ficient income because it doesn’t give them 
any more money - 
Too, slum areas are not suited to new 
investment. Who is going to spend $5,000 
to modernize a run-down home in the mid­ 
dle of a slum? Who will put $5,000 into a 
home located ne.xt to a junk y ard, a brick 
factory or some other unsightly business 
or industrial complex ? And who wants to 
take 20 y ears to pay off a home im­ 
provement’’ 


★ 
One rule of thumb that is good to fol­ 
low is not to ex tend the credit on a pro­ 
duct bey ond its life ex pectancy and this 
is a pretty good rule. This is the thing 
that so many lenders have found to be 
true in their own operations. Once the 
debt on a product ex ceeds that product’s 
value, then the lender is in trouble. Eco­ 
nomics would dictate that the borrower 
ix*rmit the loan to lapse and the product 
to be repossessed. If it were not for the 
matter of a good credit rating, this kind 
of thing would be done much more often 
than it is today . Credit is an essential 
and constructive part of the American peo­ 
ple but it often seems to be the least 
understood part. 
It is used ex tensively 


but far too few people give it the serious 
consideration it deserves. 
The Journal also reports on an indus­ 
try that appears to be on the comeback 
in our economy . ,\ few y ears ago it was 
generally believed that movie houses were 
doomed to oblivion. There was hardly a 
city that was not ex periencing the loss of 
one or more of its theaters. The industry 
denied that it was slipping but most peo­ 
ple considered such assertions as mere 
dreams. They knew that TV was giving 
the movie houses a fit and they knew 
that they themselves went to far fewer 
movies than they used to. But apparently 
the movie house industry knew something 
that the rest of us didn’t as construction 
of new houses is now on the upswing. \n 
industry trade group, Theatre Owners of 
-America, reports that the past 24 months 
have seen construction and planning on 
the building of 278 motion picture theaters. 
★ 
According to the report, large popu­ 
lation centers and suburban areas are 
seeing the greatest Ixiom in this new con­ 
struction. The moving picture industry is 
still not without a lot of problems but it 
is encouraging to see that the light may 
again be starting to shine on this indus­ 
try . Those of us of a pre-TV^ generation 
could hardly imagine a town or city with­ 
out a movie theater. 
High-school 
courtships, 
it 
s e e m s , 
would be virtually impossible without a 
show to take y our best girl to everv time 
vou could hustle up the price of admis­ 
sion. .Many a Saturday night might he 
filled with a dance or a party at some­ 
one's house but that takes care of only 
one night in the week and that is gen­ 
erally not sufficient. 
The price of admission has gone up 
through the y ears but taking in a show is 
still p r o b a b l y the 
thing most 
w i t h i n 
the range of y oung 
suitors. Along 
w i t h 
the increase 
in 
ad­ 
mission price has come an improvement 
in income, too, for the y oung people of 
today , whether they are earning their own 
way or rely ing heavily on an allowance. 
I he movies have another advantage, too, 
as they don’t require private transporta­ 
tion, .Most y oung people today seem to 
have the private transportation problem 
pretty well licked but it didn’t u.sed to be 
this way . 
There was a time when getting the 
family car was quite a treat. The high 
schooler who had his own car was just 
about unheard of and the average girl 
would 
not 
even 
have 
entertained 
the 
thought of owning her own vehicle. An 
upswing in movie houses might cause us 
to have a little renewed faith in the state 
of affairs today as the pinnacle of this 
industry was hit at a pretty healthy time 
for our nation.

One thing tor which the University of 
Nebraska must be given credit is its cour 
age—it pulled no punches in submitting 
its budget for the 1963-65 biennium. The 
institution has asked for an additional $8 9 
million in tax funds and a total budget of 
$36,991,98 7. Thus, the university was not 
cowed by the tight-fisted attitude and final 
decision of the last Legislature. 
But it is hoped that no hands are 
thrown in the air at the very thought of 
this much money . It is a lot of money 
and it represents a substantial budget in­ 
crease but the university needs a lot of 
money . The University of Nebraska is not 
a peanut factory . The Legislature might 
be dumbfounded at the thought of giving 
any branch of government all it wants but 
we had better be thinking along these 
lines if we want any future to this state. 
The Legislature can. if it so desires. 


get to picking into all the details and cor­ 
ners of the university ’s budget and it can 
undoubtedly make some cuts without do­ 
ing a great deal of damage. But if the 
Legislature does not consider the univer­ 
sity budget with confidence in the univer­ 
sity administration and appreciation of the 
role of education in today ’s world, then 
serious difficulties lie ahead. 
The university is not try ing to throw 
away any money ; it is simply try ing to 
provide this state with the faculty , phy si­ 
cal plant and services that are demanded 
of such institutions—demanded by the vital 
role play ed by education in shaping the 
future course of this nation. If the Leg­ 
islature seeks to be constructive and con­ 
fident. if it wants this state to assume 
its responsibilities and if it understands 
the times in which we live, it will not 
find substantial fault or disagreement with 
the budget laid down by the university .

war. 
Up a steep bank of lava, 
in the face of murderous 
enemy fire, the 442nd Com­ 
bat Team of Japanese-.Amer- 
icans advanced. Their pa­ 
triotism had been impugned. 
Back in Hawaii they were 
suspected of being disloy al. 
Their motto on that famous 
a d v a n c e 
was 
“ Go-For- 
Broke.” 
They did. In that advance, 
Dan Inouy e lost an 
a r m . 
.Many of his comrades lost 
more. C a s u a l t i e s were 
among the heaviest in World 
War II. 
The new Senator from Ha­ 
waii came out of the war 
with a battlefield commis­ 
sion as second lieutenant, a 
distinguished service cross, 
bronze star medal, Purple 
Heart with oak leaf clusters, 
plus five battle stars. 
Having left an arm behind 
in Italy —together with his 
dream of being a surgeon— 
he turned to law and poli­ 
tics, was elected and re­ 
elected to the House of Rep­ 
resentatives. 


When touring the Far East 
in 1959, a Japanese s u g- 
gested t h a t Congressman

Minnesota’s 
Congressman

Most Congressmen wouldn't think of 
allowing the dedication of any public works 
project to go by without occupy ing a prom­ 
inent place on the platform. 
But Rep. Blatnik recently refused to 
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attend the dedication of a strip of Inter­ 
state Highway in his home district. 
The 
reason was the U.S. Bureau of Public 
Roads was putting the microscope on the 
road, investigating rumors of sloppy con­ 
struction or worse. FMatnik is a little sen­ 
sitive. He is serving on a special com­ 
mittee uhich has been investigating Inter­ 
state waste and skullduggerv and finding 
ex amples. 
No one can condone sloppy or dishon­ 
est work. It is proper to take punitive ac­ 
tion wherever ex amples are found. But it 
is also wise to maintain some perspective. 
There are many , many more miles of 
completed Interstate that do credit both 
to the program and to the builders. 
The Minnesota stretch of highwav un­ 
der scrutiny is in the Duluth area, there 
is evidence that the concrete was poured 
too late in the season and suffered freez­ 
ing. it could be a case comparable to the 
one in Iowa where a section of Interstate 
collapsed when the supporting fill gave 
way . The obvious error was undue haste 
an attempt to satisfy the public demand 
for the road against engineering judgment. 
Nebraska thus far has been singularly 
ex empt from Interstate scandal. We hope 
it remains that way . But it is also true 
that the pressure is on here for lots more 
Interstate than the current schedule is re­ 
quiring. It is a good time to keep urgencv 
in reasonable restraint.

Joseph Lister, one of the 
most spectacularly success­ 
ful innovators in the history 
of surgery , was the son of an­ 
other Joseph Lister, His fath­ 
er was well-known for work 
in optics, having perfected 
the achromatic lens and im­ 
proved the compound micro­ 
scope. 
Joseph Lister, the surgeon, 
was born in 18 27 and died in 
1912 after a career that made 
his name a household word 
and that helped change sur­ 
gery from a primitive branch 
of medicine to the great life- 
saver it is. 
In the early decades of the 
19th century , surgery w a s 
confined mostly to the ampu­ 
tation of limbs. It was said 
that a soldier sent into the 
front rank in battle stood a 
better chance of coming out 
alive than a man laid on an 
operating table 
Two things made siirgerv 
somethpig to be avoided bv 
doctors and patients at ai- 
most any cost: pain and in- 
.fection. Both were conquered 
during Lister’s lifetime, and 
he play ed a major part in the 
conquest. 


W hen he was a professor of 
surgery at Glasgow I’niver- 
sity . a friend, Thomas Ander­ 
son. called his attention to 
the work of Louis Pasteur. 
Lister at once realized the 
value to surgery of Pasteur’s 
discovery 
of 
micro-organ­ 
isms, or microbes, were the 
cause of many diseases, of 
infection and putrefaction. 
In 18 65 Lister used carbolic 
acid to disinfect a compound 
fracture. The wound w a s 
painted with undiluted acid 
and infection was prevented. 
But the acid’s strength made 
it impracticable for use in 
general surgery and incon­ 
venient for protection of even 
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superficial wounds. 
Lister then set about find­ 
ing a way to weaken the acid 
to reduce its caustic effects 
without weakening its power 
to kill 
microbes. He com- 
.bined the acid with shellac 
which was painted on cloth 
used as dressings. Later he 
substituted absorbent gauze. 
Lister also used carbolic acid 
to disinfect instruments and 
ligatures, and developed a 
spray of acid and water for 
purify ing the operating room 
and every thing in it. 


Lister’s success in saving 
lives was so dramatic that 
even those who scoff at new 
things agreed that a tremen­ 


dous forward step had been 
taken. 
Ills 
m e t h ods 
spread 
throughout the 
world 
and 
added to his fame, although 
Lister himself gave prece­ 
dence in the use of antiscptis 
to Dr. Ignaz Semmelweiss, 
the Hungarian w h o 
con­ 
quered “childbed fever.” 
Lister’s 
contributions 
to 
surgery also included devel­ 
opment of methods of operat­ 
ing on the wrist and femur 
and for cancer of the breast, 
and improvement in urolog­ 
ical surgery . 
In 
18 97 
Queen 
Victoria 
created him Baron Lister of 
Ly me Regis.

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“Aldous” is an electronic 
computer with a personal­ 
ity . 
Accordng to the monster’s 
maker, Dr. John C. Loehlin, 
he is “ a very simple per­ 
sonality —but he can profit 
from ex perience, or learn.

The computer’s emotional 
reaction depends

Sooner-Tiger Clash Tops Week's Big 8 Slate

The second Big 8 -G am e of the Y ear” for 196 2 will un­ 
fold at Norman, Okla.. Saturday when the Oklahoma 
Sooners and the unbeaten Missouri Tigers collide for the 
conference leadership. 
Both are unbeaten in Big 8 play . Oklahoma with a 
4-0 mark and Missouri with a 5 -0 record. .Missouri won 
the first “ Big” gam e by whipping then unbeaten Nebraska. 
Nebraska, too, has a great deal at stake-in this con­ 
test because the Cornhuskers are sm ack in the title fight, 
thanks to a tremendous 40-16 shattering of Kansas. 
Big If 
But there’s a great big IF in the Husker schem e— 
somebody has to stop Missouri, if NU is to hav e anv chance 
because the Tigers already hav e beaten Nebras*ka (16 -7 
for the Scarlets’ only blot). 
And since the Tigers hav e only Kansas left after the 
Sooners, it follows that the Cornhuskers’ main hopes for 
help rest with Bud Wilkinson’s rebuilt bombardiers, who 
hav e outscored 4 loop foes, 
It won’t be easy , of course, since the Tigers certainly 


are not pushov ers. Mizzou has only a scoreless tie with 
Minnesota against it and the Tigers hav e romped 149 -19 
enroute to a 5 -0 Big 8 mark. 
Both team s hav e dem onstrated great offensiv e and de­ 
fensiv e ability and the winner v ery likely will be the Big 8 
champion and Orange Bowl rep. The Sooners. by the wav . 
wind up with Oklahoma State after getting Mizzou and 
Nebraska. 
Implications 
What are the im plications of the Big 8 race at this 
point: 
Well, for Nebraska to win the title outright, the Busk­ 
ers will need to beat Oklahoma State and Oklahoma for a 
6 -1 record, while the Sooners beat Missouri and lose to 
Oklahoma State for a 5 -2 record. At the sam e tim e the 
Tigers must lose also to K ansas for a 5 -2 record. 
Nebraska can tie for the title by winning its last two 
gam es, if Oklahoma beats Missouri. Assuming OU and MU 
would then beat OSU and KU, respectiv ely , the race could 
end in a 3-way tie—Nebraska, Oklahoma and Missouri all 
with 6-1 records. That would leav e the Orange Bowl with 
a selection problem and the Iluskers might get the nod

for the best season record. 
Nebraska could tie with Missouri by winning its last 
two while the Tigers split. The Huskers could tie 01 by 
winning two while the Sooners beat Missouri and OSU 
while the Tigers also lost to Kansas. 
OS Dominance 
On the other hand, the Cornhuskers could drop out of 
contention this week if tough Oklahoma State—which upset 
Army 12-7 —is allowed to continue its dominance in the 
short series. 
In two prev ious m eetings, Nebraska has gone in fav ored 
and with equal or superior manpower—but the Cowboy s 
out-toughed them both tim es, winning 7 -6 at Lincoln in 
1960 and 14-6 last y ear at Stillwater. 


Without question, OSl* looms as a v itally important 
game to the Scarlets. By winning they can remain in the 
race and guarantee them selv es no worse than an 8 -2 
season, last accom plished at Nebraska in 19 40, plus a good 
shot at a bowl bid ev en if they don't make the Orange 
Bowl. 


X'ictories in the last two gam es would giv e NU a 9-1 


record and the Huskers hav en’t seen 9 v ictories since W. C. 
(Bum m y ) Booths' gang had a 9 -2 mark in 19 05 . 
Best Since ’40 
Already Nebraska is positiv e of a 7 -3 record and no 
Husker team has won 7 gam es since that 19 40 Rose Bowl 
club, so the job turned in by Bob D ev aney , his aides and 
the Cornhuskers already rates as one of the school’s all- 
tim e best. 


It is unlikely that Oklahoma State — or any one else— 
could stand up to the Huskers play ing like they did against 
Kansas, but the NU performance there was a dream 
sequence—not something y ou count on ev ery outing. 
Chances are the Scarlets will hav e to play alm ost as 
perfectly to ov ercome the pesky and potent Cowboy s, 
though, when y ou recall the past 2 OSU contests. 
In other gam es this week, Kansas hosts California, 
Iowa State v isits Kansas State and Colorado is at Tex as 
Tech.
